RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the Qlh Avgust I960 

No, MII-1]60(126},— A Mineral Policy Conference 
arranged by the Ministry (then Department) of 
Works, Mines and Power witli representatives of the 
Provinces, States, Trade, Commerce, Labour and 
Mining interests was held ut New Delhi on the lOlli 
and 18th January 1947 to consider the lines on which 
a National Mineral Policy should he formulated and 
pursued. The Conference disclosed almost unanimous 
agreement about the urgent need for the formulation 
of such a policy, and for Central co-ordination and 
planned development of the oountry’s mineral 
resources and the establishment of central machinery 
for tho purpose. To achieve ihese obpjets the Govern- 
ment of India decided to constitute a competent 
technical organisation to work in closo liaison with 
the various Ministcries and Departments of the Control 
Government, functioning primarily as an advisory 
body, and as a result the Indian Bureau of Mines was 
set up in March 1948. 

2. With the enactment of the Mines and Minerals 
(Regulation and Development) Act by the Central 
Legislature, in September 1948 and the Notification 
of the Mineral Concession Rules, 1940, and the 
Petroleum Concession Rules, 1940, the Bureau’s 
sphero of work has inoreu&cd considerably. Apart 
from its purely advisory capacity, it is necessary for 
the Bureau to function henceforth as a field and 
research organisation also, to attend to the conserva- 
tion of the country’s mineral resources and their 
utilization in the best possible manner. 

8. Functions. — The functions of the Bureau will 
comprise the following : — 

(i) Advising tho Centrul arid State Governments 

on all matters relating to tho grant of 
mineral concessions, and also on the explora- 
tion, exploitation and utilisation of the 
oountry’s minoral resources; 

(ii) Periodic inspection of mines, for effecting 
the systematic development of mineral 
deposits, the elimination of uvoidublo wasie, 
and tho promotion of improved methods of 
mining ; 

(iii) Conducting research on the beneficiation of 
low grade ores and tho industrial utilisation 
of minerals and mineral products, as well 
as on mining problems, in collaboration with 
other research organisations; 

(iv) Conducting analyses of ores and minerals in 
connection with the work of the Bureau, and 
also for tho public as far as time and 
circumstances permit; 

(v) Collection and publication of statistics relat- 
ing to mineral production in India, ininer.il 
stocks, exports, local consumption, etc ; arid 
collection and maintenance of information 
regarding world mineral production, world 
mineral trade, foreign joining rules, and 
other related matters ; 

(vi) Publication of Bullotins and monographs on 
investigations relating to mining and tho 
mineral industry; 

(vii) Assisting the mineral trade in the marketing 
of minerals; 

(viii) Undertaking any other function entrusted 
to the Bureau by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

4. Constitution . — The Bureau will be in-charge of 
a Director, who will be assisted by such technical 
and administrative staff as may be nccossury.

db not exceed in c.i.f. value the limiting amount 
shown in the licence. Enquiries have, however, been 
received from importers und trade as to how it is 
proposed to deni with easeR where owing to an 
increase in prices or freight charges etc, since the 
issue of a licence, the cost of the goods to be imported 
exceeds the value shown in the licence. The position 
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has been examined and the following general 
principles are notified tor tho guidance ol importers . - — 

(l) In the euso ol a rise in prices or an increase 
in freight or other incidental charges subse- 
quent to the issue of a licence importers are 
required to restrict the quantities to bo 
imported under the licence so that the c.i.l. 
value shown m tho licence is not exceeded; 

(ii) where price variations are allowed in Ihe 
conti acts tor the supply of goods placed with 
foreign suppliers impoiters should duly wain 
the suppliers to ad]ust the delivery in quan- 
tities so as to ensure that the value specified 
in the licence is not exceeded; 

(hi) iii exceptional cases, however, where in spite 
of the precautions montiolied ubove, a small 
unforeseen increase in value occurs not 
exceeding 10 per cent, of the originul value 
shown in the licence, clearance of the goods 
covered by licence will be allowed by the 
Customs authorities provided that they are 
satisfied that the importer had taken 
adequate action to ensure that the licenced 
value was not exceeded and that the excess 
was not deliberate; and 

(iv) any exeoss over the value shown in licence 
which is not covered by (iii) above will he 
treated as unauthorised and the consignment 
imported under tlic licence will be liable to 
penalty. 

2. Tn ease where it is not physically possible to 
reduce the quantities on order, such as plant and 
machinery, importers arc required to apply for an 
amendment of tho value specified in a licence, to 
tho import control authority by whom the licence w r us 
issuod, as soon as they are notified of an increase in 
prices and the increase is in excess ot 10 per cent, 
of tho original value shown on the licence.

Tariffs 

New Delhi, ihe 19 th August 1950 
No. 43(l)-T.B./50.- — -The Taiiff Board, which was 
asked to enquire into the claim tor protection of or 
assistance to tho Sterilized Surgical Catgut industry 
in April 1949, has submitted its report. The scope of 
tho enquiry has been confined to the following 
varieties of guts which arc produced in the country:- — 

(a) absorbable variety of Catgut in plain and 
chromic types, and 

(b) non-absorbable variety made from silk 
worms. 

2. The Board's necoinmendatiflms are us follows: — 

(1) The existing revenue duty adequately safe- 

guards the interests of the indigenous 
industry. There is therefore no case for 
affording uny tariff protection to the industry. 

(2) lleleases of Sterilized Catguts by the Dis- 
posals Directorate should be so regulated as 
not to affect adversely the indigenous pro- 
duction. 

(3) 50 per cent, of indigenous Surgical Catguts 
should be purchased by the Medical Direc- 
torate, subject to their being up to the 
standard, for distribution to the various 
hospitals under their control. 

(4) In order to develop the industry, the Direc- 
torate of Medical Stores should purchase the 
entire requirements of silk w'orm sutures 
from the Serioulturnl Section of Madras 
Government, provided the quality is up to 
the standard. 


Government aeccqit recommendation (1) und 
also m principle tho other recommendations. Steps 
will be taken to give effect to them as tar as possible. 
With reference to recommendation 2(2) above, how- 
ever, the present stocks with the Disposals Direc- 
torate are too small materially to affect Indian 
Industry, and the same shall be made immediately 
available for use.
